RICKIE Lambert can celebrate Christmas 
with the perfect present in his home city 
today - three points and his 100th Saints 
league goal. 

The 31-year-old is just one away from his cen¬ 
tury after reaching 99 with two in as many 
games against Spurs and Cardiff. 

And it would be all the sweeter for Lambert 
to bring up three figures against Everton at 
Goodison Park as he supported Liverpool as a 
boy - and has a Liver Bird tattooed on his arm 
to prove it. 

Lambert, who was brought up in the borough 
of Kirkby, reached a century of league and cup 
goals for Saints at Newcastle 14 months ago 
and currently has 109 in all competitions. 

Reaching 100 league goals would see the 
Liverpool-born No. 7 join a similarly illustri¬ 
ous post-war pantheon, which includes seven 
players, headed by Mick Channon on 185 
league goals.

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Cech eyeing 
Blues record 

PETR Cech believes success for Chelsea 
in tomorrow’s Barclays Premier League 
crunch clash with Liverpool is dependent 
on having a miserly defence as the goal¬ 
keeper eyes another landmark. 

Following clean sheets against Arsenal 
and Swansea, the Czech goalkeeper, pic¬ 
tured below, is aiming to match Peter 
Bonetti's club record of 208 on his 456th 
appearance. Bonetti made 729 Blues 
appearances. 

It will not be easy at Stamford Bridge 
against a Liverpool side who have netted 
43 goals in the Premier League this sea¬ 
son, including 19 in 13 games for Luis 
Suarez. 

Cech, who recorded his 150th Premier 
League shutout on Monday at Arsenal, 
said: “It is a great milestone for a goal¬ 
keeper and I am one clean sheet away 
from Peter Bonetti’s all- 
time record. 

“It would obviously 
be fantastic to get 
that in the Liverpool 
game.” 

The Liverpool con¬ 
test is Chelsea’s 
ninth match in 
December in a month 
where Jose Mourinho 
men - who play Saints at St Mary’s on 
New Year’s Day - have claimed five 
wins, lost twice and drawn once. 

The last two matches - a goalless draw 
at Arsenal and a 1 -0 defeat of Swansea - 
were the first time Chelsea had kept con¬ 
secutive clean sheets in the Premier 
League this season. 

Cech hopes the stubborn streak contin¬ 
ues against a Liverpool side bidding to 
respond from their defeat at Mourinho’s 
title favourites Manchester City. 

“Beating Swansea with the other 
results that day was an important three 
points and now we are in a good position 
to go face to face with Liverpool,” Cech 
added. 

“You need everybody to do as much as 
possible to defend and not give away 
cheap goals because, as the fatigue 
accumulates in this hectic period, it 
becomes more difficult to find the energy 
to overturn games.” 

Chelsea will be without midfielder 
Ramires, who is suspended for one game 
after picking up a fifth booking of the 
season against Swansea. 

Frank Lampard is likely to return to the 
starting line-up in place of Ramires, while 
Cesar Azpilicueta and Gary Cahill are in 
line to return in defence at the expense 
of Ashley Cole and David Luiz. 


THREE goals in four second- 
half minutes meant Barclays 
Premier League stragglers 
West Ham and West Brom had 
to settle for a share of the 
spoils from a 3-3 draw at Upton 
Park. 

West Ham manager Sam 
Allardyce had labelled the game a 
‘must win’ for his side, who remain 
19th in the table and without a 
league victory in December. 

Joe Cole seemed to alleviate the 
pre-game nerves for the Hammers 
when he scored early on, only for 
Nicolas Anelka to score his first two 
West Brom goals before the inter¬ 
val. 

Anelka, who was Allardyce’s talis¬ 
man during his latter days as Bolton 
boss, had not featured for the 
Baggies in over two months but was 
named as one of six changes to Keith 
Downing’s starting line-up from the 
Boxing Day draw at Tottenham. 

The visitors, who visit Saints in 
two weeks’ time, had looked com¬ 
fortable at 2-1 but two goals in two 
minutes from half-time substitute 
Modibo Maiga and skipper Kevin 
Nolan put West Ham back in front. 

Downing’s side did not let their 
heads drop and were back in the 
game almost instantly with a very 
smart finish from Saido Berahino. 

The two sides met less than 48 
hours after both had been involved 
in tough Boxing Day fixtures and, 
with neither side in any sort of form, 
a draw was arguably the most likely 
outcome. 

West Brom captain Chris Brunt 
had a great chance to open the scor¬ 
ing after just four minutes as he 
arrived unmarked at the back post 
but could only fire James 
Morrison’s cross in to the side net¬ 
ting. 

Cole went one better moments 
later as Jussi Jaaskelainen’s goal 
kick found it’s way to the midfielder 
courtesy of Carlton Cole and Nolan, 
with the former Liverpool man fin¬ 
ishing low under Ben Foster for his 
third goal of the campaign. 

Allardyce has been struggling 
with injuries to his defensive line in 
recent weeks and he lost James 
Tomkins to what looked like a groin 
problem with only ten minutes on 
the clock. 

Guy Demel replaced Tomkins in a 
Hammers back four which no 
longer contained any recognised 
central defenders. 

The Hammers may have had less 
penetration in the first half but they 
created much more as an attacking

force, Carlton Cole was proving a 
constant threat and Demel clipped a 
post from close range at the end of a 
flowing move before West Brom 
made their own pressure count. 

Brunt poked a perfectly-weighted 
through pass in to the path of 
Anelka, who timed his run well 
before side-footing the ball past the 
on-rushing Jaaskelainen to level 
proceedings and become the eighth 
player to score for six different 
Premier League clubs. 

The former Chelsea and Arsenal 
striker added his second in first-half 
injury time following a disputed cor¬ 
ner which was poorly defended by 
West Ham. 

Anelka reacted quickest to Carlton 
Cole’s goal-line clearance from 
Jonas Olsson’s header to beat 
Jaaskelainen and put the visitors in 
front at the break. 

Allardyce introduced Maiga at 
half-time with Carlton Cole, who 


had been cautioned towards the end 
of the half, making way. 

However, it was West Brom who 
started brightly once more and 
Anelka came close to scoring his 
hat-trick inside the opening two 
minutes of the second half. 

Billy Jones skipped past Razvan 
Rat with ease and pulled the ball 
back towards the former France 
international, whose effort was kept 
out by Jaaskelainen at his near post. 

Berahino arrowed a low effort 
wide five minutes later as the 
Baggies, who had made six changes 
as opposed to West Ham’s two, 
remained the fresher side. 

Foster had been largely untrou¬ 
bled in the West Brom goal but that 
was all to change as the former 
Manchester United goalkeeper was 
forced into action just after the 
hour-mark as he pushed away 
Maiga’s curling effort at full stretch 
to keep his side ahead. 


Moments later, however, Maiga 
got the better of Foster as he gath¬ 
ered a pass from Nolan and bent in a 
low shot that went through the div¬ 
ing goalkeeper. 

The equalising goal had the home 
fans singing en mass for the first 
time in the game and the tempo was 
raised even higher just two minutes 
later as Nolan bundled the 
Hammers in front once again. 

Maiga was heavily involved once 
more as he headed back across goal 
where Nolan was on hand to turn 
the ball home. 

The delirium amongst the West 
Ham supporters was short-lived as 
Berahino rifled an effort in off the 
post to draw the teams level with 20 
minutes remaining. 

Brunt almost capitalised on defen¬ 
sive indecisiveness from West Ham 
to put the Baggies back in front but 
his powerful volley was struck 
straight at Jaaskelainen, who held 
the ball well. 

The experienced Finn, recalled by 
Allardyce following Adrian’s shaky 
display against Arsenal, was left 
stranded shortly afterwards as 
Berahino struck a free-kick which 
cracked off the post. 

That proved to be the closest either 
side could come to mustering a win¬ 
ning goal with both having reasons 
to be upset at having to go home 
with just a point apiece.

JAY Rodriguez is hoping 
Saints can erase the mem¬ 
ory of last season’s dismal 
trip to Goodison Park when 
they visit Everton tomor¬ 
row. 

Despite taking an early lead 
away to the Toffees during the 
previous campaign, Saints, who 
were then under manager Nigel 
Adkins’ leadership, were com¬ 
prehensively beaten 3-1, writes 
GORDON SIMPSON. 

The gulf between the two 
sides that day was even greater 
than the scoreline suggested, 
but Southampton have 
\ improved enormously since 
then. 


Rodriguez is therefore hop¬ 
ing that the players can 
prove a point to an Everton 
team that have also taken 
strides forward. 

“It’s important,” he _ 
said. “Obviously, 
we’ll never forget 
last year and some 
of the perfor¬ 
mances and 
results. 

“Everton are 
a great side. 

We know 
what task is 
in hand, 

and 

r just want 
to put that 
right and 


hopefully get 
the three 
points.” 

Under Roberto 
Martinez, Everton 
have enjoyed a superb sea¬ 
son so far, and they head 
into this weekend’s clash in 
fifth position. 

They did, however, lose their 
first home league match of the 
campaign - and, in fact, the 
entire calendar year - when 
Sunderland beat them 1-0 on 
Boxing Day. 

“Everton are a great side and 
they’re doing really well at the 
moment, so it’s going to be a 
tough game to go to, but I think 
we can take the way we play 
and our confidence and hope¬ 


But not since Matt Le Tissier got 
to the landmark nearly 20 years ago 
has anyone added to its elite mem¬ 
bership. 

Lambert has scored his 99 from 
188 league appearances (181 starts) 
but what makes his haul so special 
is that it includes goals in the top 
three divisions. 

He has contributed more than any¬ 
one to the club’s rise from the foot 
of League One to the top half of the 
Premier League since his arrival 
from Bristol Rovers in August 2009. 

The breakdown includes 51 goals 
in League One, 27 in the 
Championship and 21 in the Premier 
League, with five hat-tricks; the first 
at MK Dons in his debut season and 
four Championship trebles, at home 
to Nottingham Forest and Brighton 
and away to Watford and Millwall. 

His consistency over the last four 
and a half seasons is also shown by 
the fact his goals have come at a 
healthy rate of one every 155 min¬ 
utes (League One), 131 minutes 
(Championship) and 214 minutes 
(Premier League).

City made to work for top spot 


The hosts finally broke the deadlock through 
Edin Dzeko’s 50th City goal after 66 minutes. 

That was as good as it got for City, who have 
now netted a record 54 goals in the first 19 fix¬ 
tures of the season. 

Defending champions Manchester United 
claimed a 1 -0 win at Norwich to return to sixth in 
the table, seven points behind City. 

With Everton, Newcastle and Tottenham in 
action on Sunday, United had an opportunity to 
enhance their position in the standings, but were 


second best in the opening half at Carrow Road. 

Danny Welbeck replaced Ryan Giggs at half¬ 
time and netted after 57 minutes after Ryan 
Bennett’s clearance ricocheted off Javier 
Hernandez and into the substitute’s path. 

Welbeck rounded John Ruddy before tucking 
in for his fourth goal in four Premier League 
games. 

United, without striker Wayne Rooney in 
Norfolk, held on to claim a seventh straight win 
in all competitions. 


Hull scored four times in the opening 23 min¬ 
utes of the second half in their 6-0 defeat of 
Fulham, who have lost nine of their last 11 top¬ 
flight fixtures. 

Ahmed Elmohamady, Robert Koren, George 
Boyd and Tom Huddlestone were on target, 
before Matty Fryatt and Koren, with his second, 
made it six in a miserable Fulham performance. 

Huddlestone’s goal came on his 27th birthday 
and means the former Tottenham midfielder can 
now have a hair cut after a two-year scoring 


drought. He celebrated by having a lock of his 
hair cut by the Hull physio. 

Aston Villa ended a run of four straight losses 
by drawing 1-1 with llth-placed Swansea, who 
are five points clear of the relegation zone in a 
congested table. 

Villa took a seventh-minute lead through 
Gabriel Agbonlahor after neat link-up play 
between the forward and Andreas Weimann. 

Swansea responded nine minutes before the 
break when Roland Lamah converted Pablo 
Hernandez’s cross for his first goal in English 
football and neither side could find a second-half 
winner.

MANCHESTER City climbed to the top of the 
Barclays Premier League for the first time this 
season with a hard-fought 1-0 win over Crystal 
Palace. 

Free-scoring City knew a tenth win from ten 
home games would send them to the summit, 
with second-placed Arsenal playing at Newcastle 
on Sunday, when third-placed Chelsea meet 
fourth-placed Liverpool. 

But relegation-threatened Palace caused City a 
scare and goalkeeper Joe Hart suffered a cut 
around his eye after diving at the feet of 
Cameron Jerome to thwart the visitors as the 
hosts were held to 0-0 at half-time.

WHEN Russian billionaire 
Roman Abramovich bought 
Chelsea in 2003, no one could 
have predicted the influence it 
would have over the next 10 
years. 

The Blues spent big in the very 
next transfer window, splashing 
out an unprecedented £121 mil¬ 
lion, and won the Premier League 
for the first time in their history 
the next season before winning it 
again a year later. 

After the success of 
Abramovich’s investment, many 
other businessmen started to buy, 
or bought more, shares of clubs. 

Some of the more high-profile 
takeovers included Malcolm 
Glazer buying Manchester United, 
Tom Hicks and George Gillett 
acquiring Liverpool (who sold to 
John W. Henry, founder of 
Fenway Sports Group, just three 
years later in another well-publi¬ 
cised move), and Randy Lerner 
purchasing Aston Villa. 

As it stands, 11 clubs in 
England’s top flight are majority 
owned by foreign investors, with 
another 15 clubs in the Football 
League also having foreign own¬ 
ers. Thirteen of these are in The 
Championship and five of those 
have been in the Premier League 
under their current owners. 

Whilst not all of these moves 
have brought success to the clubs, 
it definitely increased the already 


who owns 30 per cent of the club, 
recently said that foreign owners 
are good for English football. 

The Russian added that 
investors pumping money into the 
British economy can only be a 
good thing, and that, if a team is 
successful, then there should be 
no issue with foreign owners. 

This may be true for clubs like 
Arsenal with a long history and 
richer investors, but not for small¬ 
er clubs like Birmingham City 
(majority owned by Hong Kong 
businessman Carson Yeung) and 
Queens Park Rangers (majority 
owned by Malaysian Tony 
Fernandes) who have suffered rel¬ 
egations since being bought. 

IMMEDIATE SUCCESS 

Simply put, new found riches 
won’t always guarantee immedi¬ 
ate success. 

As many have found and many 
more will discover, even when an 
owner has the very best inten¬ 
tions, and one doesn’t have to look 
much further than the above men¬ 
tioned Mr Fernandes, money has 
to be spent correctly. Success 
takes time - Abramovich bought a 
club already competing in the top 
four and transformed them into 
title winners. 

Football these days is big busi¬ 
ness. Foreign ownership may not 
be popular amongst all of us, but 
it’s certainly something we’ll have 
to get used to.

cent of the 3,500 fans polled said 
that overseas owners do not have 
the best interests of a club at 
heart, whilst 63 per cent said they 
don’t want foreign owners in their 
domestic league. 

Hull City fans would likely agree 
with these stories after their 


huge profile of the Premier 
League exponentially. 

It also contributed to making 
English sides more competitive in 
European competition, with a 
minimum of one Premier League 
side making it to the Champions 
League semi-finals eight times in 
nine years. Three of those sides 
went on to win the tournament 
and five were losing finalists. 

REGULATE SPENDING 

Not all of these sides had foreign 
owners, but the influx of them in 
the Premier League meant other 
teams had to adapt, usually by 
changing their playing style to 
make it more effective against big¬ 
ger clubs. 

At the time, Chelsea were 
accused of “buying the title” and 
spending excessive amounts. It 
could be argued that this led to the 
introduction of Financial Fair 
Play (FFP), which UEFA intro¬ 
duced to regulate spending, but to 
squarely put the blame on 
Abramovich wouldn’t be fair on 
him, nor on other foreign owners 
who bought Premier League clubs 


soon after. 

The criticism doesn’t stop there. 
In 2008, much-maligned FIFA 
president Sepp Blatter claimed 
that the “economic power of foot¬ 
ball is immense” and that the 
investment in the sport is out of 
control. 

Richard Bevan, head of the 
League Managers’ Association 
(LMA), said in March 2012 that 
Chelsea had 
become an 

“embarrassment” 
to the Premier 
League after 
Abramovich 
sacked manager 
Andre Villas-Boas 
just 257 days after 
he took charge of 
the club. 

In a survey by 
Global Sports 
Forum published 
around the same 
time as Bevan’s 
comments, it was 
found that similar 
sentiments were 
echoed by fans.

Egyptian owner Assem Allam said 
that some fans can “die as soon as 
they want” after they opposed his 
idea to rename the club Hull 
Tigers from Hull City. 

At recent home matches, fans 
have been holding banners saying 
“We are Hull City” and chanting 
“City till we die” in response to 
the proposed name change, caus¬ 
ing Allam to make those com¬ 
ments. 

The Egyptian has 
already rebranded 
the club Hull City 
Tigers for trading 
purposes, much to 
the disdain of the 
KC Stadium faith¬ 
ful. He also said he 
would be happy to 
put the club up for 
sale if the fans 
wanted him out, an 
offer that could 
very well be 
explored in the 
near future.

EASTLEIGH 2 BATH CITY 1 

Eastleigh pulled off a festive mira¬ 
cle at the Silverlake Stadium this 
afternoon to keep the heat on 
Skrill Conference South leaders 
Bromley, writes WENDY GEE. 

The Spitfires had Stuart 
Fleetwood sent off after 64 minutes 
but defied the odds to beat Bath 
City 2-1 with ten men. 

Substitute Jamie Collins emerged 
as the afternoon’s hero. 

The gritty midfielder was not fit 
to start but came on and headed 
home a dramatic winner with just 
nine minutes of normal time 
remaining. 

Eastleigh had taken the lead 
somewhat out of the blue on 16 
minutes when BEN STREVENS’ 
bullet header from Damian Batt’s 
cross was ruled to have crossed the 
line after crashing off the wood¬ 
work.

Football Club in the last ten years 
has contained a remarkable list of 
ups and downs, highs and Lowes. 

And all the way, the Southern 
Daily Echo has been there to enter¬ 
tain and inform the club’s thou¬ 
sands of fans with the best inde¬ 
pendent coverage around.

to St Mary’s. 

Of course, the story - initially 
anyway - had nothing like a happy 
ending. 

Relegation in 2005 was followed 
by a second demotion four years 
later. 

The summer of 2009, though, saw 
the club frantically looking for a 
buyer following Southampton 
Leisure Holdings PLC’s descent 
into administration. 

Eventually, Markus Liebherr 
emerged from the shadows - to be 
celebrated as the man who saved

Saints. Liebherr was at Wembley 
on that great spring day in March 
2010 when Saints began their 
revival by lifting the JPT in front

PAWS4Help 


F or over 25 years the Stubbington Ark 
(RSPCA Solent Branch) Animal Shelter 
in Fareham has served the community 
taking in and re-homing abandoned animals 
over a 400sq mile radius in Hampshire. 

Unlike the original Ark however, animals do 
not come in two by two but by the dozen. 
Domestic, exotics,farm animals and wildlife 
all cross the threshold of one of the largest 
animal shelters in the country. Last year the 
shelter took in over 3,000 animals and re¬ 
homed over 2,000. 

Vanessa Eden, Fundraising Manager for the 
Branch said "In October we launched our 
Paws4Help Appeal with an initial appeal figure 
of £250,000 to sustain and modernise the 
Stubbington Ark whilst continuing to promote 
awareness amongst the general public. The 
ongoing appeal which aims to raise will focus 
on raising funds for the overall benefit of 
animals in our care to sustain and improve 
levels of animal welfare. 

The first project in the Paws4Help Appeal 
will be to rebuild the Intake Cattery which 
currently houses 120 cats in separate cabins.
